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City Council Displeased 

Greenbelt Request For Open Space Funds

For the second time in a 
week, city council members 
expressed strong concern 
about action reportedly taken 
by Prince. Georges County Ex¬ 
ecutive Lawrence Hogan and 
the County Council to refuse 
State of Maryland “Program 
Open Space” funds to the City 
of Greenbelt. A metropolitan 
newspaper had reported re¬ 
cently that Hogan and County 
Council President Parris Glen- 
dening had sent a preliminary 
list of acquisition and devel¬ 
opment projects to the state 
which did not include 
the $481,000 asked for by 
Greenbelt. The city had want¬ 
ed the money during the next 
fiscal year to improve the 
Northway Fields ballgrounds 
and to buy six to eight acres of 
new parkland east of the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway. 

Although hampered by not hav¬ 
ing seen a copy of the letter to 
the state, city council members, 
making clear their displeasure, 
voted to send a letter to Hogan 
stating that displeasure and ask¬ 
ing for reconsideration. 

Councilman Tom White saw the 
county action as indicative of a 
basic inequity in the state law 
governing “Program Open Space.” 
White explained that Greenbelt 
has its own park system inde¬ 
pendent of the county’s Park Dis¬ 
trict. Therefore, the city should be 
able to ask the state directly for 
open-space funds without being

subject to the veto power of “an¬ 
other municipality” — that is, the 
county. 

White rejected the idea that 
other ‘local” (eoufityl officials 
could tell the state that Greenbelt 
already has enough park lands. 
Said White: “Greenbelt has to 
assert itself ... on this issue . . . 
because we are being cut out of 
the pie.” 

Council also authorized the city 
manager to do a comparative 
study of open-space monies re¬ 
ceived by Greenbelt and by other 
county jurisdictions over the last 
several years. The study is ex¬ 
pected to bear out the contention 
that the city has not been getting 
an equitable share of the state 
funds. 

Employee Relations Board 

The Chairman of the city’s Em¬ 
ployee Relations Board, Albert 
Herling, had previously asked 
council to amend the city charter 
to provide for two alternate mem¬ 
bers in addition to the present 
three members. Herling had ex¬ 
plained that the absence of one 
or two members can make it im 
possible for the board to conduct 
business on a timely basis. 

During its February 2 meeting, 
council held the first reading of 
a charter amendment resolution 
which will enlarge the Employee 
Relations Board to five members 
and which sets out rules to gov¬ 
ern situations when fewer than 
the five members are present. 
Herling told council he found the 
proposed resolution acceptable. 
Deferred Compensation Program 

City council passed a charter 
amendment resolution which will

allow the city to establish a de¬ 
ferred compensation program in 
which city employees may elect to 
participate. 

A deferred compensation pro¬ 
gram is an investment plan for 
state and local government em¬ 
ployees which provides for incen¬ 
tives and financial advantages 
over regular savings plans, as 
well as helping employees to pro¬ 
vide for their own future financial 
security. Such a program is simi¬ 
lar to tax-incentive savings pl&ns, 
such as IRA and Keogh plans, 
that are available to private-sec¬ 
tor employees. 

Federal tax law allows a city 
to set up a program whereby a 
participating employee may set 
aside, through payroll deductions, 
up to 25 percent of annual gross 
compensation (or $7500, whichever 
is less). The employee pays no in¬ 
come tax on the contributions and 
accrued interest until such time 
as the employee actually receives 
the money. Payment to the em¬ 
ployee (or his or her heirs) oc¬ 
curs only under specified circum¬ 
stances, such as retirement, ter ¬ 
mination, death, disability, or un¬ 
foreseen financial hardship. 

For employees who elect to par¬ 
ticipate, the city will invest the 
deferred compensation with a 
company specializing in such 
funds. The city staff has already 
made a comparative study of the 
benefits and costs of seven such 
companies. The cost to the city is 
considered nominal, involving only 
accounting for payroll deductions 
and a small amount of dealings 
with the company selected to ad 
minister the program. 


GHI Board Gives Final Approval 
To Individual Home Inspections

By working until 11:30 p.m. on Thursday, February 12. 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors succeeded in com¬ 
pleting almost the entire agenda. Final approval was given for 
the inspection of all GHI homes and for hiring an information 
specialist. Also approved were expenditures for the codifica¬ 
tion of GHI rules and regulations, and a solid waste removal 
contract with Village Disposal for rehab. 


Authorization for individual 
home surveys came up for second 
reading and much discussion pri¬ 
or to its final approval. Manager 
Ken Kopstein explained that the 
survey was needed to satisfy HUD 
requirements for Section 8 financ¬ 
ing. All units must be inspected so 
that Section 8 financing can be 
transferred to any unit in GHI. 
He further said that the survey 
would be helpful in developing 
specifications for Phase 2 rehab. 

Members Eunice Coxen, Bettie 
Denson and Nat Shinderman ex¬ 
pressed opposition to the survey. 
Director Carl Conrad said the 
proposed inspection was too ex¬ 
tensive and too expensive. On the 
other hand, Director Steve Cur¬ 
tis, saying the new heating sys¬ 
tem must be in place before the 
next heating season, favored the 
proposal. The inspection and 


write-up, expected to take 6 
weeks, must be completed before 
Phase 2 work can be put out to 
bid. 

Director Ed James, however, 
objected to asking all members to 
share in a cost which he viewed 
as benefitting only members who 
receive the federal housing as¬ 
sistance payments—a minority of 
GHI members. 

Audit Committee member Kath¬ 
erine Keene stressed that in a 
cooperative the members support 
and assist each other. She re¬ 
jected Director Ed James’ state¬ 
ment that members would be 
“subsidizing a minority.” 

Approval was given with Direc¬ 
tors Della Donaldson, Margaret 
Hogensen, Curtis and Joe Jenk¬ 
ins in favor; James. Conrad, and 
John Lewis against. Director 
Wayne Williams was absent due

SHL Fire Routs 22 Families

Twenty-two families were routed by fire from their apart¬ 
ments in Springhill Lake early Tuesday morning. Of these 
people from three units were totally burned out, 10 families 
had units with damaged apartments and the rest were forced 
to leave because their utilities had to be turned off. No one 
was injured. 

The fire started in the living 
room of a first floor apartment 
at 9170 Edmonston Road and ex¬ 
tended to a building at 9168 Ed¬ 
monston. According to Captain 
Scanlon, a staff officer in the 
County Communications Center, 
the first calls to the fire depart¬ 
ment came at 1:51 and 2:02 a.m. 

One of these calls came from a 
resident in a third floor apart 
ment who was alerted when his 
smoke detector went off. 

Responding to the fire were 
eight engine companies, four lad 
der (truck) companies, one squad 
company and one ambulance. Also 
special alarms were sent out for 
more specialized equipment, such 
as breathing apparatus. By 3:10 
a.m. the fire was under control. 

Damage was estimated at $200,- 
C00 to the structures and $50,000 
to contents. Most of the contents 
were destroyed in eight units. In 
vesigation is continuing as to the 
cause of the fire. 

The American Red Cross was 
on hand to work with those need¬ 
ing help and is continuing to work 
with Springhill Lake management 
to assist where needed. Referrals 
will be made to other agencies, if 
necessary. According to Horton, 
property manager, families were 
temporarily located in motels, 
with friends or are renting other 
apartments. Measures have been 
taken to secure the building and 
a watch will be kept. Before plans 
can be made for reoccupancy of 
any of the apartments, they must 
be inspected by county building 
inspectors.

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Essence of Cooperatives 

To the Editor: 

At the last GHI Board meeting 
Director Ed James went to some 
lengths to allege that the GHI 
members who will be getting See 
tion 8 loans under the HUD pro 
gram will be “subsidized” by the 
other members. Now to me “sub 
sidized” is a strange sort of word 
to be used in connection with any 
group of members in a coopera¬ 
tive. In fact, in a way subsidizing 
other members is what coopera 
lives are alt about, in a tradition 
that goes all the way back to the 
first cooperative in Toad Lane in 
Rochdale, England, 140 years ago. 

The essence* of a cooperative is 
that members help each other. 
None may need help all the time 
from the rest, but all can use help 
some of the time. We know when 
we move into GHI that we are on 
tcring a cooperative, and I believe 
that for a Board member to use 
any term critical of members on 
a lower income level than some 
of the more fortunate ones is de 
plorable. 

At times I find myself wonder 
ins if Mr. James really under 
stands the nature of a coopera¬ 
tive. At one of the first meetings 
I attended as a member of the 
Audit Committee I was startled to 
hear him suggest that inasmuch 
as members contract independ 
ently when they want their refrig 
orators serviced, their cars re 
paired, or their TV fixed, they 
might as well contract for their 
own heating maintenance and re 
pairs when we are all converted 
lo eleetric heat! 

I travel a lot, and a strange 
thing has happened several times. 
Sooner or later conversation 
turns to where this “Greenbelt” is 
that I talk about so much. I ex 
plain that I live in a large coop¬ 
erative; that even with a garage

Open Letter 

To the Greenbelt City Council: 

Your reaction to the article in 
the Greenbriar Crier is appalling. 

To suggest that the Crime Pre¬ 
vention Team is attempting to 
faction the communiy by respond¬ 
ing to questions of concerned citi¬ 
zens is at best the repressive poli¬ 
tics practiced by dictatorships. 
The article in the Feb. 5 Greenbelt 
News Review indicates that your 
decisions have been firmly made; 
however, you will go through the 
motions of investigating the situ¬ 
ation in much the same manner 
as kangaroo court is conducted. 

I attended a similar Crime Pre 
vention meeting sponsored by 
Windsor Green at Roosevelt High 
School on 2/3/81 where a different 
group of citizens asked essentially 
the same questions referenced in 
the Crier article. Virtually the 
same answers were given to £he 
questions by Chief Lane as had 
been attributed to the Crime Pre¬ 
vention Team. The one notable 
difference was Chief Lane’s state¬ 
ment that Greenbelt is divided in¬ 
to two sectors for patrol purposes 
while those persons who have 
scanners are aware of 3 sectors. 

Questions were raised concern¬ 
ing the number of officers avail 
able to serve us and whether cur¬ 
rent staffing was adequate, par¬ 
ticularly in light of the increased 
responsibility relevant to the 
opening of Basco, Marshalls and 
the Green way Shopping Center. 
Those present generally expressed 
appreciation for police efforts but 
were genuinely concerned at the 
limited number of officers avail¬ 
able at a given time, the multi¬ 
plicity of duties assigned to any 
one officer and the reasons why 
vacancies exist on our force. 
Questions of this nature coming 
from two different citizens’ groups 
are hardly divisive or, to para¬ 
phrase council attempts to pit 
one part of the community 
against another. What is evi¬ 
denced, is a unity of citizens from 
different areas expressing the 
same concerns and wanting an¬ 
swers, not political rhetoric. Two 
questions repeatedly asked in 
various forms by numerous per¬ 
sons but never answered were: 
O To whom do we address re¬ 
quests for additional police offi¬ 
cers? and (2) How can we petition 
to have^ an outside consultant 
group evaluate our current police 
force against the services needed 
and desired by its citizens? We 
were told instead that we have 
enough officers and don’t need 
outsiders to come in in evaluate 
our situation. 

City council appears to have 
forgotten that it is elected to re¬ 
spond to the concerns of the citi¬ 
zens of Greenbelt. Instead, it has 
attempted to draw* attention away 
from the real issues by suggest¬ 
ing that the ' Crime Prevention 
Program be abolished, denigrat¬ 
ing the character of the Crime 
Prevention Team and insulting 
the intelligence of citizens, many 
of whom left in distrust following 
Assistant City Manager Dennis 
Piendak's responses to direct 
questions with inaccurate ambiv 
alent figures and circumlocution. 

Gentlemen, I propose that you 

(1) candidly answer the ques¬ 
tions raised at these meetings, 

(2) demonstrate a willingness to 
consider perspectives and infor¬ 
mation other than your own in 
reaching decisions. (3) publicly 
apologize to the Crime Prevention 
Team for the . . . accusation you 
have made and (4) in the future, 
send a knowledgeable council 
representative to community 
meetings or thoroughly investi¬ 
gate the proceedings before ma¬ 
ligning the character and intent 
of those present,

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Drunk Drivers Bills 

To the Editor: 

Four Greenbelt residents or 
close members of Greenbelt fami¬ 
lies were killed in highway acci¬ 
dents last year caused by drunk 
drivers. There were forty five vic¬ 
tims in Prince Georges County 
and over seven hundred in Mary¬ 
land. Several times as many were 
seriously injured, many perma¬ 
nently. Forty percent of the vic¬ 
tims were struck by drunk driv¬ 
ers. Their deaths on the highway 
were not within their control. 
That is a risk we ah take no mat¬ 
ter how carefully we drive. 

A nationwide reaction has de¬ 
veloped to do somethin-’ about 
this highway carnage. In Mary¬ 
land a series of bills has been in¬ 
troduced in the General Assembly 
to reduce the hazard of drunk 
drivers by making stiffer penal¬ 
ties, stiffer standards and better 
control of drunk drivers. The 
measures of particular concern 
are Bills 742 through 717. 

The undersigned, at the City 
Council meeting February 23. will 
ask the Council to support these 
bills in the House Judiciary Com 
mittee where such measures have 
regularly been killed in past 
years. We ask all concerned 
Greenbelt residents who can, to 
attend the Council meeting next 
Monday, February 23 at 8 p.m. 
and voice their support for coun¬ 
cil action. 

This support also needs to be 
expressed to the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee Chairman, Joseph C. Ow¬ 
ens; the Vice-chairman, John W. 
Wolfgang; and the Prince Georges 
County ‘delegates, Anthony Cico- 
ria, Pauline Menes, and Joseph 
Vallorio. Please write or phone 
these people. If possible, plan to 
attend the hearings before Owens* 
Committee that will be held in a 
few weeks. We will anounce these 
dates in the News Review.

James, and Jenkins. 

GHI Manager Ken Kopstein re¬ 
vealed that for the past two 
months, HUD has been late in re¬ 
leasing rehab funds to GHI. 
Therefore GHI has had difficulty 
in making payment to rehab con¬ 
tractors on time. As various work 
projects are completed, the coun¬ 
ty inspects them; after approval, 
payment is authorized. Approval 
for attic and electrical work has 
been delayed because the county's 
only inspector is ill. Management 
has taken short term loans with 
Citizens Bank at 20% interest to 
meet GHI’s obligations. Kopstein 
requested board approval of that 
action. He expected the problems 
to be cleared up soon. Although 
Ed James said “let them (the 
contractors) wait” for their mon¬ 
ey, the consensus of the board 
members was to approve the bor¬ 
rowing. 

Kopstein gave an update on ne¬ 
gotiations with the rehab insula¬ 
tion installers. Universal Insula¬ 
tion. Management met with com ¬ 
pany officials on February 11. 
Payment has been withheld pend¬ 
ing resolution of the problems 
GHI has 'experienced with Uni¬ 
versal. 

The Finance committee was di¬ 
rected to interpret GHI policy on 
the payment of heating mainte¬ 
nance charges by owners who 
have converted their heating sys¬ 
tems on their own. Audit commit¬ 
tee member Ruth Myers had re¬ 
quested clarification of the policy. 

The board gave final approval 
of authorization to spend up to 
$22,400 for completion of the pro¬ 
cedures manual and codification 
of GHI rules and regulations. 

Management, dissatisfied with 
BFI, the previous rehab waste 
disposal contractor, had told the 
company their contract would not 
be renewed. BFI immediately 
pulled out their disposal units, 
leaving GHI with no trash remov¬ 
al service for rehab. Therefore, 
the board dispensed with first and 
second reading and gave final ap¬ 
proval to contracting with Village 
Disposal, the lowest of three bid¬ 
ders.

COUNCIL SUPPORTS APB

Council took action on several 
advisory board reports at its Feb¬ 
ruary 2 meeting. Council adopted 
the Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) report on the 5-acre for¬ 
mer Smith-Ewing property which 
will become the eastern portion 
of Greenway Shopping Center. The 
site plan was approved subject to 
certain conditions. One condition 
was provision for individual site 
plans when the five lots of the 
small triangular tract are devel¬ 
oped. Assistant City Manager 
Dennis Piendak said the owners 
were amenable to a sidewalk/- 
bikepath on the southern side of 
the access road. However, City 
Manager James Giese felt the 
owners were unhappy with the 
provision that the lot on the cor¬ 
ner of Greenbelt Road and Han 
over Parkway have a driveway 
on the access road instead of 
Hanover Parkway. That lot is 
slated for a gas station, Giese 
explained. 

Council also adopted the APB 
recommendation to approve the 
revised site plan for Lakeside 
West moving the building restric¬ 
tion line to 140 instead of 150 feet 
from the Beltway. The owners of 
Parcel 15 felt that otherwise large 
enough single-family homes could 
not have been built on the one- 
third acre lots. Two pathways to 
the lake park and about one acre, 
dedicated to city parkland, are 
also included in the site plan. The 
Planning Board has imposed a con¬ 
dition for the location of an ac¬ 
cess to a possible future Beltway 
pedestrian overpass. 

Council also accepted an APB 
report and a Board of Elections 
report for consideration at a fu¬ 
ture meeting. At the request of 
Western Development Corpora¬ 
tion, APB commented on plans' 
for about 12 acres behind Green 
way just outside city boundaries.

APB recommended R-T (town- 
house) east of Hanover Parkway 
and C-O (commercial office) west 
of Hanover Parkway. 

A Board of Elections report 
suggested a charter amendment 
to clarify mail registration proce¬ 
dures. After some discussion, 
council directed staff to prepare a 
possible amendment for the next 
session if council decides it is nec¬ 
essary. City staff noted that time 
was running out for such an 
amendment to take effect before 
the voter registration drive be¬ 
gins. 

Council, with councilman Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi dissenting, decided 
to voice its opposition to a Coun¬ 
cil of Governments (COG) posi¬ 
tion against the expansion of Na¬ 
tional Capital Planning Commis¬ 
sion (NCPC) authority. NCPC 
wishes to restrict the height of 
private development in the topo¬ 
graphic bowl and influence land 
development along gateway high¬ 
ways to the Nation's Capital. The 
topographic bowl includes the 
area of Washington, D.C. and Ar¬ 
lington which is close to sea level. 
Councilman Thomas White spoke 
fervently about local “disregard 
of the vista and view of the Na¬ 
tion's Capital.” He called it a 
“reasonable, rational, and appro¬ 
priate role for NCPC.” Castaldi 
felt there should be more than 
one approach to the issue. Giese 
felt the gateway highways and 
NCPC’s encroachment upon the 
role of those jurisdictions was the 
issue for COG to fight, not the 
topographic bowl. Commenting on 
Greenbelt’s position, councilman 
Richard Pilski said, “It may be 
just a straw in the wind, but at 
least it will blow in the right di¬ 
rection.”

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1981-1 


RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF 
THE CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 
OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARY¬ 
LAND (1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPOR¬ 
ATION -MUNICIPAL”, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, TO 
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, 
SAID CHARTER BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 17 OF 
THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT. BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH 
AMENDMENTS SECTION 54, TITLE “CUSTODY OF 
MONEYS”, TO PROVIDE THAT THE PROVISIONS OF 
THE SAID SECTION SHALL NOT BE APPLICABLE TO 
THE DEPOSIT AND INVESTMENT OF MONEYS DE¬ 
FERRED UNDER AN ESTABLISHED DEFERRED COM¬ 
PENSATION PLAN. 


The above Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Mary¬ 
land, according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects 
to be effective and observed as such, upon the 24th day of 
March, 1981, unless on or before the fortieth day after pas¬ 
sage, which shall be the 14th day of March, 1981, there shall 
be presented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Mary¬ 
land ,or mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for refer¬ 
endum signed by twenty percent or more of the persons 
qualified to vote in the general election of the City of Green¬ 
belt, requesting that the above Charter amendment be sub¬ 
mitted on referendum to the voters of the City of Greenbelt. 
A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution is posted 
in the, Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with the 
requirements of Section 13(d) of Article 23A of the Anno¬ 
tated Code of Maryland, and may be obtained from the City
